During the dlficuasion In Committee of the whole 
Bout*, ou the 13th ioat, on tho Report of the Rail- 
way Committee, on the Dill to emend the Grand 
Trunk Railway Charter, tho Ex-Premier was ao 
hotly pressed for material to sustain the extraordi- 
nary domauds made by aaid Company, that he read 
cittnin correspondence between himself— as a mem- 
ber of the Government — and gentlemen in England, 
relative to the issue of Debeotures — on the Provin- 
cial Guarantee lo that wo/V." By this corrcfipondence 
the moat unequivocal evidence is furnished of the 
sotreclntfis of the charge preferred against 1 he late 
Government for illegally issuing tho Guarantee iu 
advance of the fulfillment of the term a pointed out 
iu the Charter. Tho Bankers in England refused 
to fumieh the money required by Jackson 6*; Co. for 
carrying on the woik.un'ets secured by the Province- 
There was.no authority' for that, cnltl the worlrliad 
first bceo advanced sufficiently to enable the issue 
of Debentures under the Railway Charter.

I will givo you some idea about how wo havo 
to work in order to get the gold. About two 
years ngu, when tho diggings wore first opened 
hero, the wits of tho people were all baffled, na 
to where lo commenco operations. Tho ground 
ia all in ridges, ami the gold ia generally found 
in the gully— from the suiface (o about 150 feet 
underground. Ilia difficult lodig oyer 30 feet, 
for wc then come down to gravol, pipo clay, 
sand-siono and elate, and but very litilo gold. 
Aa I was remarking, iho people wero baffled in 
Ihoir ideas as lo Iho placo where tho gold was 
to be found, and many threw up tho top dirt, 
which contains the most gold and left it. This 
ia what wo ate now washing ; which generally 
yields us about 5 dollars per hart load ; ami we 
generally wash upward.* of 20 loads per day.— 
We have now about 1000 loads of dirt by our 
machine ; this we carted during, the summer 
season when wo could not wash, as water was 
very scarce. The winter will last four months 
yet, and I am just as sure of from $150 to $200 
per week, as if 1 had it in my hands. After 
that for about five months, I do not expect Jo 
gel more— with what occasional showers wc 
have— than will clear expenses; bul by the 
end of that lime I shall have plenty of dirt ready 
to be washed, so tbat when wet weather seis in, 
I fhall bo able lo clear about $*200 per week.— 
There are other diggings in which large nuggite 
have been found ; and it sometimes happens 
that an individual makes his fortune at once, 
bul theso cases are rare ; and a man may some- 
limes spend all he is worth and not gain a dol- 
lar, as the holes have to bo sunk frequently to 
150 feet. Where I am, however, you are sure 
of something for every hour's labor we may 
perform. I work very hard, much harder than 
ever I did in my life before,— from early dawn 
unlit 10 and 11 o'clock at night. • » • « 
But the more I do the more I get, and that en- 
courages me. I still keep firm in my resolution 
—never to return to my native country until 
my pockets are filled, and 1 can carry a "stiff 
upper lip." This was the resolulion I formed 
in the first place, and I am determined lo.slick 
io it. * * * • •

mensely. The French took part 111 the affair 
with admirable bravery, and next (lay their po- 
sition was attacked by 8,000 Russians as well 
from the side of the town as from thai of Ba- 
laklava. They repulsed the enemy with greal 
slaughter. The loss of tho Russians must have 
been very great. It is affirmed thai the fire of 
the batteries of (he town had much slackened, 
and according to the reports of the wounded of- 
ficers, some of whom have arrived at Baynk- 
kore, tho belief continued lhat Sebastopol would 
soon be io the hands of the Allies. 

Up to the 25th Oct. tho eiego and bombard- 
ment of Sebastopol wore going on with regu- 
larity ahd successfully, and the loss of Ule in 
the town was so groar, lhat tho air was said to 
be tainted by lhe numbota of tho unbuned 

Admiral' KichikafT had been killed by a 
bomb-shell. 

The ioss-of the Allies is comparatively small 
and Lord Raglan was understood to- be favor- 
able to a prolonged bombardment In preference 
to any immediate assault.
